Daughtcrs Asscmblcd and Large
Crowd Does Ilomage lo

Tliinning Ranks,

Tho remalnlng few of the old Confed*
cr.ile rank nnd lllc stlll left to remlnd
tiiiir children of tho herolsm of thoni-
helves and thelr dend comrades. assem-

blid iii full forco Inst nlght In First
BaptisL Churcll tb henr llic annual pov-

iiinii, whlch wns elociuontly prcached by
Jtov. George W. McDdnloK
The sceno wns ono of n pecullar and

nll-pervnding sentiment, tdnched ns lt
was wlth the chnrm of old roninncQ and
Ihe thought of whnt ls yet before. Un
iho ono hand were sented tho gray-
headed warriors of tlm Confederate strug-
glc,' remlnding one of a beautiful and
pathctic past, nnd on the other tho
jiiuiiKer generatlon, tho sons and dnugh-
ters of theso former soldiers, renilndlng
one ot' ihe hopes of a giorioua future.
_n thf! nilddc row of pows gllttered thc
.brsss nnd brald of thc- famous unlform
stlll afTcctioniitrly worn by those who
hnve Burv-lved tho ruda shock of war. nnd
wlth them nnd about them snt the woincii
of the Daughters or Ihe Confcdemcy, who
liad known tho nmo travall, tlie sanio
uuffering. thn samo woes nnd the samo
few Joys, nnd everywlicrc clsn youth hnd
i-onie to pay thelr respects nnd honingn
to the men nnd women who had fought
nnd miftVred for them and thelr honica In
Ihe dnys nf '01; On thc dals, with thu
jnlnlster who hnd been asked to preach
thelr iiiiniial £crmon, were sented two of
tli<- ifi preochor-warrlors, Dr. James
power Smith iind Rov. Dr. John Wllllam
Jones, giving strength and Insplration, ns
lt wero. to thelr youiiRer computriot and
fellow-mlnlster.

Touching Sermon.
Mr. McDanicl pre'nuhed n touching and

eloquent sermon. ono thnt thrilled thc
i>ld soldiers anow nnd brought ihe tenr^
to their eyes, ntul remindfUl lo tlie oth-
bra ot tha Klory of tli.- past. Special muslc
hnd been nrrnnged. Captaln F. "VV. t'lin-
ningham sang hls beauUful solo, "Dream
I'Viccs," hls resonant volco soundhu;
through tho whole church, nnd the cholr
rendered Homo beautiful old hymns, an.l
with thc rongregatloii slnging "Onwiucl
Chrlstlan Soldiers," and "Stand up for
Jesns."
Mr. McDanicl took lils 'ext from Ihe

twenty-flrst chapter «>f the Flrst Book
oi* Klngs, necond sprs*: "God forbi.i that
3 should fflvn theo t!i«> Inhcrttanee ot' my
fathers." n wns' a reference to the vlno-
yard of JCnbob. which the king deslr-d
and for whlch he had offered n prlce.
But Nnbob would not dlspose of hls herl-
togo, nnd steadlly rofuscd to givo it up.
"Hut lie was flnally killed nnd hlB herl-
lors dlspoWed of tlm father's lnnds. So, the
¦peaker showed. wns lt wlth htm. Ile
wishefl to speak on theso words and pro-
clulni liimself as forcver unwilling to -jive
up the prireless herltage of glory and
ttSiii nnd honor bequeathed to hlm by hla
fntliers. He wolcomed thn old grayelad
soldiers In words of beautiful tribute nnd
prnlse, necalllng many tender roiulnls-
cences < i" tho valoroii:s deeds ln defense
of thelr homes and thelr ioyalty to a timo
honored princlple. In eloquent terms hc
spoke of the examples of herolsm and
ioyalty lert to posterlty, or the old days
of honor and chlvolry nf the South, her
liomestoads, wlth thelp tender famlly
tlcs. and their loyal women.
Recalllng the manner in whlch. iiistory

lias dealt wlth tho war, he sa!ld that
lip would not hurt the feellngs of hls'
Northern friends, but Iiistory lias done
c'redlt t<> the Federal soldiers and thelr
fame is tho common herltago of us all.
But the soldiers of the Confederacy had
been less fortunate, and thelr hlstory
liad not l^eeii told, nor the story of thelr
deods, their sulfe.rlng and the princlple
for which iliey fought. As ror hlm, he
would over proclalm tlie fainc of thc
Bouth, the virtue of her cause and Ihe
i-ournge of her men.

Tlien tlie spiiaker, went on to speak of
thu couriagevwlth which thb heroes or the
jxist Cause had met tho surrender of thelr
liopes nnd SOt thelr faces toward their
black and rulned homes and an almost
hopcless future. But n country without
rulns is a country without hlstory, and
ix full legacy of thin, with Its'stories ot
vnlor iiTrrt Tiravery, had been lett to the
peoplo of to-day, So, contlnulng lils re-
"marks, tlie speaker came to thu anhbunce-
inent of the fact that thls is nn agu
when meu preach tho gospel of expe-
dienoy, but that he would preach the gos¬
pel of truth.
With his closlng .words he addressed

hlmself to thn old soldiers, most of whom
jiniRt soon hear the last retreat sounded,
and be spoke~for them the words of the
Chrlst nnd the gospel and the falth which
iwlll savo'them from the defeat ot' an
jeterna] grave.

Jnon yesterday mornlng, hls themo being
Ihe young meu Of the present clay. He
lnid partlcular cnTbliusis upon the neces-
.iiy for jmttiiis tho young nieti of the
church to work iu the cause of Chrlstlari-
Ity and "fogically and forcefully argued
that the young mon were the salvation
ot tlie countrjv-the stun* upon whleh the
jiutlou would lean fur suport.

ST. PAUL'S SERVICES.

Rev. Mr. Forsyth Uses Neither
Notes Nor Pulpit.

The Itev. Mr. Forsyth, at St. Paul's
Chureh last evening, prenched from the
text, "All thlngs aro yours, nnd ye are
Christ's, und Chrlst ia God's".I. Corln-
thians, 111. lle reterred to tho cosniopol-
itfin character or tho pooplo ot Corinth
and spoko or how their varlous nntures
und needs must havo appeal ed to the
many-sided St. Paul. Ho sald there havo
always been four classes of men lu mat¬
ters iVliglous.thc conservatlves, whom he
thought fuirly represented by St. John;
the llberals, ropresehted by St. Peter; tho
conoervatlvo llberals, typlfled by Apollos,
adn tho llberal conservatlves, of whom
St. Paul ls the typo. Thoro havo always
been and probably always wlll ho rell-
glous ilifferences among men. "One says
he Ib of Paul. another of Apolloa, another
of Peter, another of John. But who ls
Paul. or who ls Apollos, but tho minister
of God7 Paul plaiiteth, Apollos watoreth,
but Ood glyeth tho lncreaso, and man ls
God's, by creatlon and by redemption.
The Chrlstlan is tho child of God und un
Inherltor of the kingdom of licaveu, and
as 'such has all thlngs; ir lio bo but
Christ's, in the senso of obedlenco to
God."
Ho has tho world at his foot.thls won¬

derful world ot ours-nml has llfo cter-
nur, lf he will but lay hold Jf\\ tho prom-Ises of God and llvo us becomea thc helr
to salvation.

knew nut whoro she wus at. Reason hadllown to tho wlnds, and ln tho vacuimi
where hrnliiH should nestle thore was only
ono uongested mass of cocaluQ.souked
nieanness. Thls cpngeatecl mass couoolv-ed the ldea of ndmonlMhiiig .taron for
belng out so late, or ruther so early.She dldn't thlnk of ndmonlehllig hini
wlth words. Her llps wouldn't work fust
enough, ho sho htod horself heneo to a
wardrobe, ln whlch sho liad placed her
trusty "razzor." Wlth one sweep sho
¦luoiight the koen edge acrosS Aaron's
neck. His Jurular veln was puneturod
